Society." This grand 


movement began in 1878-79 and has 
grown more formidable in numbers 
and influence to the present time. 


At the 14th annual encampment of 


Ihe Grand Army at Indianapolis, in 
1881, through Chaplain-in-Chief Lover- 
Ing. of Massachusetts, attention was 
called to the importance of having an 
officially organized woman's auxiliary. 
A committee was appointed and at 
the annual encampment, in 1883, the 
following resolutions were unanimous 
ly adopted: 


Resolved, That we approve of the 


project 
of 
organizing a 
national 


Woman's Relief Corps. 


Resolved, That such Woman's Re 


lief Corps may use, under such title 
the words "Auxiliary to the Grand 
Army of the Republic." 


Tre National. 


In 1883, at Denver, Colorado, these 


resolutions were carried into effect, 
and the National 
Woman's Relief 


Corps was organized with 58 charter 
members. 
_ 


The 29th National Convention was 


held at Rochester, N. Y., last August, 
and its record of charitable and pa- 
triotic work shows that it is, in deed 
and truth, as well as in name, a Re- 
lief Corps; and that its members are 
banded together for what they can do, 
not for what they can get; thus emu- 
lating the example of Him who came 
not to be ministered unto, but to min- 
ister. They appropriately adopt the 
good old German motto — — "Ich dien." 


At Saratoga Springs in 1907, its 


25th anniversary was celebrated by a 
gift of $6,000 to the Relief Fund of 
the Grand Army; and each year since, 
a contribution of $1,000 has been made 
to the same fund. Needy veterans, 
widows, and orphans are its especial 
'care, and Soldiers' Homes are main 
taind in many of the departments. It 
also lends a helping hand to needy 
Army Nurses — fifty-five being remem- 
bered, in 1911, by a $20.00 Xmas- gift; 
and in several 
particularly 
needy 


cases, from $25.00 to $50.00 was given. 


Its work at Andersonville is beyond 


praise. In 1890 the Georgia Depart- 
ment of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public purchassd the grounds known 
as the Confederate National Prison — 
72.5 acres, hoping to be able to im- 
prove and maintain it, but they were 
unable to do so, and at the 13th Na- 
tional Encampment at Louisville, Ky., 
in 1895, it was offered to the Woman's 
Relief 
Corps, providing that they 


would hold and improve it. They 
gladly accepted it as a sacred trust, 
purchased 14.5 acres to complete the 
tract, and have spent thousands of 
dollars in beautifying it. 


On Memorial Day in 1891, they dedi- 


cated a beautiful pavilion over the 
famous "Providence Spring"; and a 
neat little cottage has been erected 
for the use of the care-taker of "An- 
dersonville Prison Park." Six States. 
among them our own grand Common- 
wealth, have erected monuments to 
the memory of their sons who suffer- 
ed and died there; and far above the 
highest ground in the old "Stockade" 
floats the Stars and Stripes, visible for 
miles around. 


At Toledo, Ohio, in 1908, the deed of 


the property was tendered to the 
United ctates. In March, 1910, Con- 
gress authorized its acceptance, and. 
after the usual winding and unwind- 
ing of "red tape," on Memorial Day, 
in 1911, at Andersonville, it was form 
ally accepted, and placed under the 
special care of the War Department. 
At that time, the woman's Relief 
Corps completed its work at Ander- 
sonville, by the 
dedication of "A 


bronze tablet, set in a shaft of highly 
polished Barre granite, with a sur- 
mounting sun-dial 
in bronze; 
the 


gnomon being in the form of an 
American flag, reflecting its protect- 
ing shadow on the dial." It was fur- 
nished by McDonnell and Sons of Buf- 
falo, N*. Y., and is appropriately In- 
scribed, but at too great length to be 
repeated here. 


During the y?ar ending June 30, 


1911, 2,000 Declaration of Independ- 
ent Chart*, and 5,132 flaflv were placed 
in schools. The total amount expend- 
ed since Its organisation, for relief, 
patriotic work, and Memorial Day 
(much of this in the South) is $3, 
87S.tM.88.

Prof. J. Howard Wert, in "Half- 


Minute Talks About Old Papers" in 
the "Harrisburg Telegraph" tells tne 
following interesting story of the rail- 
road maintained by the Army 
the Civil War and ceased to exist a' 
the Civil War and which ceased to ex- 
ist at the end of the war. 


The Civil War, conducted on a sralo 


gigantic, involved immense loss of life 
and destruction of property. Yet. par- 
adoxical as it may seem, it vivified 
every department ot' our national ac- 
tivities. In no direction was this more 
noticeable than in every branch of 
newspaper work. 
The two great riv- 


als in depicting the great struggle pic 
torialiy were Harper's Weekly and 
Frank Leslies' Illustrated Paper. He 
who has the bound files of one or both 
of these papers from 1861 to 18G5 has 
a treasure. 


The paper I now have before me 


Harper's Weekly, March 25, 1865. The 
article for to-day is based on o^e illus- 
tration on a page of pictures of s -encs 
in the Army of the Potomac then be- 
sieging Petersburg. This cut i.-? en- 
titled "Bridge on the Military Rail- 
road from City ^oint to Hatcher's 
Run." That cut recalls vividly to the 
writer the most unique railroad 
world has ever seen. 


Its entire length, when completed, 


was somewhat more than 20 miles, 
but is was a long time in h.nldi ig. 


was late in the afternoon when we dis- 
covered the fact. 
While pondering' 


what to do we heard the chiming o t ' 
sweet bells—three in number, weo'udg-' 
from the sound—and following this, to 
us most welcome sound, we came upon 
an Ursuline convent, situated in tne] 
most beautiful natural park in ilw' 
foothills of a long range of mountains 
As we came up close we could heai 
the soft tones of an organ and the1 
singing of the nuns.

ing the Headquarters at City Point on 
the James River with every corps and 
division of the long line of militant 
boys' in blue. It was built with scant 
attention to grading, up hill and down. 
The best and bravest engineers of the 
United States were secured for ser- 
vice on this road; and the speed they 
made, especially on the level between 
City Point and Meade Station, was 
something appalling, if you were pos- 
sefcsed of nerves. 


Although this road carried pa.->sen- 


gers by the million, no man ever paid 
a fare. The conductors wore uniforms 
but they were the uniforms of Uncle 
Sam, and the only ticket they requir- 
ed was a properly executed pass from 
some Federal commander. For eight 
months no twenty miles of railroad in 
the United States carried as much 
freight as did this one, out it was all 
hauled free. It hauled powder and can- 
non, arms and ammunition, food and 
clothing for 150,000 men. When Chiist- 
mas time came on. it hauled great 
trainloads of boxes from New Eng- 
land, New York, Pennsylvania and the 
wide West containing Christmas cheer 
for the soldier boys from 
faraway 


homes. It hauled carloads of dead 
men, whose remains now rest in ceme- 
teries from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
and are each Memorial Day, decorated 
with a flag. 


The picture before me is the mas- 


sive and lofty trestle work bridge built 
over wide morass not far from Han- 
cock Station. It was from a car on a 
siding at the end of this bridge that 
President Lincoln watched the storm- 
ing of Petersburg. April 2, 18«5. 


And when Petersburg and Richmond 


fell, what a change! An army of 
workmen tore up the rails, and In a 
single day, "Grant's City Point and 
Army Line R. R." ceased to exist

AVIATORS ARE POORLY PAID 


Even Best Flyers Get Small 


numeration for the Dangers 


They 
Face. 


Re- 


The popular supposition that avia- 


tion is a sort of Klondike where peo- 
ple who have a certain amount of dar- 
ing can go and snatch up a fortune is 
decidedly mistaken. People read re- 
ports of big prizes won by aviators in 
contests and take for granted that It 
ail goes to the flyers. That is wrong; 
with a few exceptions the flyers do 
not get the prizes they win. They 
are employed to fly by big concerns 
•who pay them a salary, seldom ex- 
ceeding $75 per week, the usual ar- 
rangement being from $25 to $40 per 
week salary and $50 per day when 
they fly at meets. This is true even 
where the very best American and 
foreign flyers are concerned, includ 
inf, such celebrities as Brookins 
Beachey.i Ely and others. 


Nor is the lot of the independent 


flyer any better. To keep up with the 
flyers of big concerns continuous 1m 
provement of their machines—which 
must, of course, alwaj's be of the very 
best—is necessary. 
What with the 


cost of the aeroplane, of running it 
keeping it in good condition, salary of 
mechanic and general expenses, the 
prizes the aviator gets become rather 
small by the time the expenses are 
deducted. 
The fact that prizes are 


now given only to winners of contests 
makes the prospect none too attrac- 
tice. 
Aviation does hold prizes fox 


ambitious young men, hut very few 
of the kind imagined by the outside 
public. In fact, there is a slough oi 
despond awaiting the 
unwary who 


venture into aviation with no other 
intention than to make money quick- 
ily.—Metropolitan Magazine.

When it is 
understood by all our people that such 
a debt when created will not add a 
single penny of tax other than is now 
levied for State purposes there will be 
no dissenting voices or votes.''

Farming Made Easy. 


Six years ago a farmer put in a 


small electric plant and the following 
record of what he made it do is vouch- 
ed for by "Farm and Fireside." In the 
first place every building, including 
the pig sty, is lighted by electricity. 


A small motor drives a circular s--rw 


which cuts expeditiously what li'-ile 
firewood is used on the fann. T ie 
same motor turns a lathe, drill and 
other machine! y in the farm machine 
shop near ty. 


Another motoi 
drives a vacuum 


and the sweeping a: the house is done 
in the most modern manner with vacu- 
um cleaners. No dust. All the sting 
of drudgery is removed. 


A pipe from this same vacuum line 


is run to the cow stables, where two 
vacuum milking machines milk twen- 
Iv-five cows each day. 


Another small motor runs the milk 


separator and churn and in the sum- 
mer an ice cream freezer. 


Even the grindstone is turned by 


electric 
power, which 
relieves 
the 


small boy from one' of his most dis- 
liked tasks and gives him more time 
to attend to the needs of the fishes in. 
the alwavs nearby trout brook. 


Kive electric heaters in the house 


keep the temperature at seventy-five 
degrees, if desired, when it is zero out- 
side. 


In the kitchen all the cooking for a. 


family of five to ten is done upon an. 
electric range. A tiiij motor runs the 
family washing machine and wringer 
and drives the sewing machine. 


IDleciric fans are installed through 


the house and a ventilating tan in the 
attic. 


The water system for house and 


bain is supplied from an electric mo- 
tor driven pump. 


These farm electric plants can be 


installed at a cost of ?4ub to $1,800, the 
fo&t varying ac-oordiug to the work to 
oe ac< omplishprl and the amount of 
installation work done by the farmer 
himself.
